She said that the results of the 
survey are very positive about the serviees. 

She announced that Irwin Avery, Psyehiatrist, has retired and will continued working at AYCC on a contraeted basis. 

The nonprofit charitable eorporation has submitted a request to the Symmes Hospital Fund Committee for $150,000. The 
eommittee has asked for more program information.

S. had reeeived some negative feedback about that idea from some eommunity people. The subcommittee then decided to focus on 
information already available to us through previous questionnaires and focus groups that have been done, i.e. Youth Risk Behavior 
Survey. 


The Board 
voted $500 toward this cost - moved by Larry Greco, seconded by Cariene Newell, unanimous vote.
